HYPNOTISM AND CRIME. 


The Former Will Play an Impor 


tant Part With the Latter. 


Prom tlie Los Angeles Express. 


Hpynotism promises to pluy a ver 


important part in eke future ot crimina 
trials. At leaat two extraordinary case 
attributed to that cause liuvo been mud 
public recently. One WIIB the case of 
Kirl at Eau Olaire, Wis., a Miss Mabe 
Brigga, daughter of a well kiiown con 
tractor who disappeared rayeterlousl 
from her home and was discovered a 
the. house of a Dr. George Fickene 
whose sou Asigail had hypnotized her. 
She was brought home and Dr. 1'icken 
and hie eon were placed in jail. Thecuri 
oua features of the case were that the gir 
for several weeks remained under the 
hypnotic influence, and was only re 
lieved when by threats and pleading 
young Pickeni waa persuaded to re- 
lease his control of her; and 
from 


the further fact that, although sepa- 
rated from the young man uy over 
three miles of space, she being in her 
father's house and he a prisoner In jail 
yet she was able while under hia influ 
ence to tell exactly what he was do- 
ing. The case has naturally attractec 
the greatest attention, aud as the gir 
had been dreadfully abused while a 
the Fickens house, it promises t" be- 
come a celebrated case in court, in 
which the subject of hypnotism will be 
thoroughly discussed. 
Another caae 


even more remarkable, perhaps, is tin 
Ging murder case in Minneapolis, al 
the details of which have been fully 
given in the press dispatches. It would 
appear that this ia very probably an- 
other case of hypnotism, and undoubt- 
edly the claim that the murderers o: 
Miss Ging were under the hypnotic in- 
fluence of Harry Hayward will be a 
plea of the defense. 


The plea of hypnotism was set up 


within recent years in a French mur- 
der trial, bub, although it was main- 
tuiued very ubly by tlie attorneys for 
the defense, it did not suffice to save 
tho murderer's neck from the guillo- 
tine; whether in this country a differ- 
ent result will follow, of course it ia 
impossible to say, but it is evident that 
a iniiu should, not be punished for 
deeds for which he is not responsible, 
and it cannot bo denied there is such 11 
thing us hypnotism, and that by its 
means certain persons are able to con- 
trol their fellows. 


The question of the legal and moral 


responsibility of the person hyDiiotized 
for his or her acts, will be tho iuturest- 
ing problem to determine. It will bo 
claimed of course, ou one side, that the 
hypnotic influence cannot bo resisted, 
md that the victim is not responsible 
for MB acts; while on the other hand it 
will be argued that hypnotism can be 
resisted, and that a person who can tell, 
as the murderer lilixt has done in Min- 
neapolis, till that he did and how ho did 
:t, must know that he is committing a 
crime, and therefore responsible. 


If the plea of hypnotism is once suc- 


cessfully established in criminal cases, 
t is easy to seo that it will become more 
popular as a defense than insanity has 
licou in the past, and for that reason, if 
for no other, tho greatest care should bo 
exercised before the plea is admitted as 
i good defense. The outcome of tlio 
3int: murder case will be watched with 
intense interest, even by these who 


Dually pay no attention to criminal 
nittcrs.

AN ARBITRARY 
ACTION. 


The driver and hoacman of the cliemi< 


• cal engine company were discharEed 
Irom eervice last nipht by the votes oi 
three membera of the City Board of 
Trustees, who refused to give any rea- 
son for the action taken. The courtf 
have decided that the trustees have the 
Authority to hire and discharge paid 
members of the fire department, but 
that decision does not carry with it the 
moral right to discharge competent and 
experienced men without substantial 
reason for BO doing. In other worda, 
men should not be diechareed without 
cause, and where cause exiflts it ia not 
lair and honorable treatment that th03 
should be denied that right to an inves- 
tigation, and the opportunity to die 
prove charges brought against them. 


THE REPUBLICAN knowa nothi ng aboa 


the merits of this particular case ex 
cept that an investigation was demand 
ed and refused, ana that the chief o 
fire department was present and pro- 
tested against the action on. the grouoc 
that the employes were competent and 
faithful. 
Further evidence than this if 


not necessary that the men we re enti- 
tled to an investigation, and that the 
action of the board was arbitrary and 
unfair, 


The discharge of men from public 


eervice always carries with it the un- 
avoidable impression that they have in 
aome way failed to perform their duty, or 
that personal reasons on the part of 
those in authority is the cause of action. 
In common fairness men so discharged 
are enitled te have the facts in their 
cas-e made public. 


The present board of trustees have no 


legitimate precedent for the action taken 
laet night. Their rule of action witli 
drunken and incompetent policemen has 
been to grant full investigations and to 
show extreme leniency to the offenders. 
Why policemen known to be uuQt for 
such positions flhoulu1 be given morecoi 
sideration tban Oreuien who are vouched 
for by the chief of the department is a 
question which the majority of the bourd 
might properly explain ton constituency 
which are interested in all matters of 
this character. The fire department is 
a branch of the municipal service in 
which the people of Fresno feel an CB- 
pecial interest. It has passed through 
many trying ordcale, owing to the un- 
warranted interference of a 
former 


board of trustees, and has now re- 
gained

which 
in

gratification. The privilege of the de- 
partment to nominate its paid men has 
properly been conceded by the present 
board, *nd that privilege logically car- 
ries with it the right to an investigation 
when the ferrlcee of men thus selected 
are no longer desired by the board. 
Otherwise the privilege of the depart- 
ment becomes practically without value. 


TUB REPUBLICAN has no disposition to

The controversy between the trustees 


of the Congregational church of this 
city and about thirty Armenian wor- 
shippers who were members of the con- 
gregation up to a year ago, was the sub- 
ject of final inquiry before a mutual 
council of ministers and delegates as- 
sembled in the church last evening. It 
was an open council and a number of 
members of the regular congregation 
were present. The ministers and dele- 
gates came from all parts of the state 
south of San Francisco, and formed a 
large and representative gathering. 


The proceedinga were opened at 7 30 


p.m. by the Rev. J. K. McLean of Oak- 
land, who called for nominations for 
moderator and scribe. 


Professor Foster of Oakland was nomi- 


nated moderator and Rev. H. V. Rom- 
inger of Plymouth avenue church, Oak- 
land, scribe. The temporary nomina- 
tions were subsequently made perma- 
nent. 


After prayer the roll of delegates was 


called and the following pastors and 
delegates from the thirteen churches 
summoned, responded: 


Sacramento, Rev. O. G. Webster; 


Stockton, Rev. C. U. Smith, W. C. 
Etamsay, delegate; Alameda, Rev. W. 
"W. Scudder; San Jose, Rev. H. M. 
Tenuey; Pomona, Franklin Blade, dele- 
gate ; Santa Cru/., Rev. J,» A. Cruzan; 
JJerkeley, llev. G. B. Hatch; Oakland, 
Ltev. H. 'V. Romenger, Plymouth ave- 
nue; Rev. M. Willett, Pilgrim; Rev. 
W. Frear; Professor Foster of the Theo- 
ogical seminary; Rev, J. 1C. Harrison, 
State Home missionary; San Francisco, 
I. H. Morse, delegate. First «*imrcli; 
Rev. W. C. Pond, lietbany; Porterville,

delegate. 


San Diego sent a letter regretting m- 


tbility to send a delegate, owing to the 
distance and consequent expenses of at- 
tending the council. 


Rev. J. K. McLean detailed the 


events which led to the calling of the 
council, referring especially to the reso- 
lutions adopted at the Bay conference 
in Oakland last August and the general 
association of the Congregational church 
of Central and Northern California hold 
in October at Grass Valley, in reference 
to the dispute 
between the Freano 


church and its former Armenian mem- 
bers. He drew attention to the fact 
that the aggrieved members were not in 
court except us witnesses, the real status 
being the First churches of Oakland and 
Tulare as complainants and the Fresno 
church as defendant before a mutual 
council. 


The object of the council, as formally 


stated, was to "investigate charges 
made by certain brethren against the 
OonRregational church of Fresno." 


Following is a 
summitry 01 
the 


charges: 


1. That tho Armenian brethren are 


denied peaceable and worshipful accom- 
modation in the church, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the church was built 
largely by money furnished from th« 
east on their arrival. 


2. That in 1887, by advice ot tho Rev. 


William Mescrve, then pastor, a deacon 
was selected from among tho Armenians 
to specially represent that element in 
tho membership, but that on the ar- 
rival of a new pastor tho deacon so 
chosen was not recognized on presenting 
himself at the communion service, and 
was not allowed to serve; the reason 
why he was so refused and not allowed 
toserve,being because of the fact that he 
was an Armenian. 


3. That the present pastor ot tho 


church, Rov. •). H. Collins, and the 
church itself through sustaining him 
has, while admitting others indiscrim- 
inately to tbo church, reluscd to admit 
Armenian members, the pastor declar- 
ing that if any more were admitted hi, 
would resign. 


The fourth charge is that the pastor 


has refused to admit two young Arme 
mans after the church had voted to re- 
ceive them into membership. 


Charge five is that Rev. J. H. Oollhn 


had told Rov. A. Varlaiuan that ho lun 
been counseled by three ministers, two 
of whom he named, that ho ought not 
to give any hearing lo the Armenians 
and tlutt both of these ministers denioii 
any such interview or any correspond 
once whatever relating to the mattei 
with Hov. .1. H. Colliiiti. 


Charge six is that in reply to a lettci 


from the Armenians to the trustees, on 
the matters hi controversy, Hev. J. II 
Collins wrote a very insulting letter U 
Mr. Joaephinn, making injurious and 
unfounded charges against the Aunu 
mans, and that tlio trustees treated tht, 
uomplaint in a manner which couldonl; 
be regarded as contempt. 


Charge seven was that in pursuance o 


the same policy the Armenians ha* 
been 
ostracised 
and 
discriminate! 


against in the matter of qeats; also tha 
the ollicers ot the church had instructs 
the ushers not to distribute to any Ai 


ins tho customary hymn book 


and Bihlea. The eighth charge wa 
that an Armenian family which luu 
paid for a seat six mouths in advanc 
was removed without cause to othc 
quarters. 


Charge nine was that Mr. Sinaniai 


attempted to take a seat in the churc 
on Sunday, January 7, 1894, and wa 
taken hold, of by the usher, and troubl 


.tement supplementary to the protest, 
e having intimated that the Armenians 
tad prepared such statement.

The city board of trustees met in reg- 


ular session last night, with all nn 
hers present. The most important bus- 
iness transacted was thw dismissal of C. 
11. Toy and Finnn Baiita, driver aud 
nozzleman respectively of the chemical 
engine. After the routine business had 
been completed, Spinney moved and 
Herrun;ton seconded that tbe two men 
be discharged from the employ of the 
city, to take effect on tbe first ol the 
year.' 


Trustee Craycroft asked what the 


charges were, if any. This was the first 
time, he said, that he had heard of any 
fault with the firemen concerned, and 
before voting upon tbe matter he wished 
to have an investigation by the board. 
President Church expressed the same 
sentiments. "I would like to know the 
reason for their discharge; I have not 
heard of any}" said Mr. Church. 
Firma 
Banta. who was present, 


stepped forward to make a few state- 
ments. Spinney wanted to shut him 
off, but was unsuccessful. Banta said 
that this was tho Urst time he had re- 
ceived any official notice that he was to 
be discharged, and all that he asked was 
for an investigation. As far as he knew 
the chief of the department was satisfied 
with his work. 


Here President Church asked what 


the charges were. Spinney again an- 
swered him by stating that certain 
members of the board had reasons of 
their own for the dismissal, which he 
thought the people should not know. 


Chief Hart arose1 and said that these 


two men had done their work well. At 
no time or place had they been direlict 
iu their duty. In justice to the firemen 
and himself he demanded au investiga- 
tion • If the board dismissed the men 
without a public investigation, it would 
appear to the citizens of Fresno that he 
bad not done his duty in looking after 
tho conduct of the firemen. 


Craycroft thought that the motion 


was out of order, as the board ought to 
have an investigation within its own 
body be.Ke moving to discharge the 
men. 


Adams replied that the board didn't 


have to prefer charges. It was t!ie 
same, he etiid, as u private cilizuu who 
hail no further use for an employe, and 
could let him go at will. 


0. H. Tov, the discharged driver, here 


asked to su'y a few words, and Kpiuney 
attempted to cut him off also, but was 
again unsuccessful. Toy snid that he 
understood that he was not working for 
the members of the board, bub for the 
cltizeiio of Fresno. He was, therefore, 
Jieir employe, aud he asked for a fair 
ami impartial investigation on 
tlio 


grounds that they had a right to know 
Jie cause of his dismissal. 


After considerable more wrangling be-

motion was put. Herrington, Spinney 
and Adams voted aye, and Oraycroftno.
